Dear  Mr.  Greenewald: 

I  refer  to  your  request  dated  April  2,  2015  to  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investigation 
(FBI),  for  the  release  of  certain  material  under  the  Freedom  of  Information  Act 
(Title  5  USC  Section  552).  Of  the  relevant  documents  retrieved  in  response  to 
your  request,  1 8  documents  were  considered  to  be  of  primary  interest  to  the 
Department  of  State,  and  were  therefore  referred  to  us  for  appropriate  action. 

We  have  determined  that  14  documents  may  be  released  in  full  from  the 
standpoint  of  Department  of  State  equities,  though  the  FBI  has  excised  portions 
on  the  margins  of  thirteen  of  these  documents.  Four  documents  may  be 
released  with  excisions  made  by  the  Department  of  State.  All  released  material 
is  enclosed. 

The  information  in  the  excised  portions  of  four  documents  by  the  Department  of 
State  pertains  in  part  to  the  issuance  or  refusal  of  a  visa  to  enter  the  United 
States.  As  such,  it  is  specifically  exempted  from  disclosure  under  Section  222(f) 
of  the  Immigration  and  Nationality  Act  (Title  8  Section  1202  (f)  and  is  therefore 
exempt  under  exemption  (b)(3)  of  the  Freedom  of  Information  Act.  It  is  also 
exempt  from  release  under  subsection  (b)(1)  of  the  Freedom  of  Information  Act 
pertaining  to  national  defense  and  foreign  relations. 

Please  note  that  one  or  more  documents  may  be  incomplete,  because  pages  are 
missing  or  portions  are  illegible.  We  received  the  documents  in  that  form  from 
the  referring  agency. 

You  have  the  right  to  appeal  our  determination  by  writing,  within  60  days,  to  the 
Chairman,  Appeals  Review  Panel,  c/o  Appeals  Officer,  A/GIS/IPS/PP/LA,  U.S. 
Department  of  State,  SA-2,  Room  8100,  Washington,  D.C.  20522-8100.  The

appeal  letter  should  refer  to  the  case  number  shown  above,  clearly  identify  the 
decision  being  appealed,  and  provide  supporting  arguments  when  possible.

n..  Some  of  the  most  articulate  criticism  of  both  the  PAP  and  ~l 
of  Prime  Minister  Lee  Kuan  Yew  has  in  recent  years  been' 
voiced  by  students  and  faculty  at  Singapore's  two  major 
universities.  While  the  situation  at  Nanyang  University  at  ' 
one  point'  threatened  to  get  out  of  control,  the  Prime  Minister  m 
has  made  considerable  progress  in  refurbishing  his  image  at 
that  university  (A-70) .  Although  opposition  to  the  Prime 
Minister  at  the  University  of  Singapore  has  been  considerably  r 
tamer  than  that  voiced  at  Nanyang,  Prime  Minister  Lee  is 
.  acutely  conscious  of  the  critical  attitude  which  exists  there 
on  the  part  of  both  students  and  faculty.  At  least  partly  in 
order  to  help  alleviate  this  problem,  Lee  made  a  personal  visit 
to  the  university  on  September  15.  In  the  morning  he  inspected 
the  medical,  arts,  and  science  faculties  at  Sepoy  Lines  and  . 

.  the  -Bukit  Timah  campus.  In. the  afternoon  he  took  part  in  an 
"informal  discussion"  with  the  academic  staff  of  the  university. 
The  Minister  for  Education,  Ong  Pang  Boon,  and  the  Permanent 
Secretary  at  that  Ministry,  Kwan  Sai  Kheong,  were  in  attendance. 
The  Vice-Chancellor,  Prof.  T.im  lay  Boh  (who  is  rumored  to.be 
slated  to  be  replaced  because  of  his  ineffectualness  as  an 
administrator),  was  conspicuous  by  his  absence. 

2.  According  to  one  faculty  member,,  in  his  discussion  with 
the  academic  staff  (in  which  the  public,  members  of.  the  press, 
and  the  student  body  were  alike  excluded)  the  Prime  Minister 
made  a  number  of  interesting  points.  He  said  that  the  present 
arrangement  by  which  Malaysian  students  in  considerable  numbers, 
received  their  higher  education  at  both  the  University  of 
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6.  During  the  discussion  which  ensued,  the  Prime  Minister  was 
assailed  by  a  number  of  questions  on  the  subject  of  academic 
and  personal  freedom.  A  member  of  the  History  Department 
faculty  stated  that  he  had  found  a  marked  reluctance  on  the 
part  of  his  colleagues  to  do  or  say  anything  that  would  seem  to 
conflict  with  Government  Policy  or  which  implied  criticism  of'' 
the  Government  and  that  he  was  worried  about  the  kind  of 
atmosphere  which  this  represented.  Prime  Minister  Lee 
challenged  this  professor  to  supply  him  with  concrete  instances  . 
of  cases  where  people  had  been  victimized.  A  member  of  the 
medical  faculty  thereupon  re vealed ■ that  he  had  been  threatened 
in  a  letter  from  the  Dean  of  the  Medical  Faculty  when,  a  few 
years  ago,  he  had  written  a  letter  to  the  press  defending 
university  doctors  from  an  attack  on  them  by  the  Prime  Minister. 
Lee  at  once  called  on  the  Acting  Dean  of  the  Medical  School  who 
was  present  to  justify  such  action.  The  dean  stated  that  he  imd 
merely  been  passing  on  a  warning  which  he  had  received  from  the 
Permanent  Secretary  to  the  Minister  of  Health.  The.  Prime 
Minister  at  once  wanted  to  know  who  the  Permanent  Secretary  at 
that  time  was  and  who  was  Minister.  "Was  it  Yong?"  he  asked. 

The  Acting  Dean  refused  to  say  who  had  been  Permanent  Secretary 
at  the  time. 

7*  During  the  discussion,  Lee  spent  much  of  his  time  attacking 
the  medical  school  and  the  medical  profession  in  Singapore.  He 
said  there  were  far  too  many  doctors  and  dentists  here  in 
contrast  to  the  limited  number  of  nurses  and  dental  technicians. 
In  colonial  days,  he  said,  the  brightest  students  went  in  for 
medicine,  the  next  brightest  for  science^  and  the  next  brightest 
for  the  arts.  This  must  not  continue,  there  was  an  urgent  need 
for  good  students  of  the  humanities  in  order  to  provide  the 
Government  with  administrators  who  possess  a  sense  of  history. 

8.  Although  this  occasion  could  not  be  characterized  as  a 
personal  triumph  for  the  Prime  Minister,  it  was  an  effective 
example  of  how  he  operates.  He  was  reportedly  in  top-notch 
form,  but  whether  he  made  a  significant  amount  of.  converts  as  a 
'  result  of  his  talk  with  the  faculty  remains  to  be  seen.  .  In  any 
case,  Lee1 3  new  temperance  and  moderation  in  dealing  with 
university  affairs  will  serve  him  In  good  stead,  and  he  has 
consequently  improved  his  standing  at  both  of  Singapore's  major  • 
universities  during  this  past  year. 
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As  the  political  situation  is  developing  here,  it  looks  now  as  though 
plans  for  an  all-Party  delegation  to  go  to  London  will  materialise*  This 
delegation,,  the  Governor  told  me*  would  include  Lee  Kusn-yew  and  1dm  Ching- 
siongo  Therefore t  at  the  moment  it  appears  that  Marshall  will  stay  In  power* 
but  the  Governor  stated  that  he  did  not  think  Marshall  eould  retain  power  for 
too  long  a  tirafio  Apparently  It  is  for  this  reason  that  the  British  feel  that 
Lee  Kuazryev  should  not  be  discounted  as  a  future  leader  who  might  head  up  a 
non^Connuniet  government » 
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Based  upon  these  conversations*  It  does  not  appear  that  the  British  have 
immediate*  definitive  and  concrete  plan  to  ameliorate  the  situation  here*  . 
Furthermore*  they  apparently  are  not  going  to  cat  us  in  on  ax^  covert  plans 
they  may  develop*  They  appear  to  be  willing  to  permit  the  Constitutional  dele* 
gation  to  go  to  London*  play  it  by  ear*  and  see  what  develops  in  the  future* 
always  keeping  in  the  back  of  their  minds  that,  they  can  suspend  the  Constitu° 
tion  if  matters  get  too  much  out  of  hand*  .  Based  on  these  and  other  converses 
tions*  I  still  have  the  impression  that  it  is  the  Colonial  Office  and  probably 
the  Governor  who  are  blocking  any  efforts  the  Foreign  Office  may  wish  to  mala 
to  start  an  effective  counter-subversion  program.

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In  view  of  the  Increasingly  fluid  political  situation,  1  endeavored  to 
draw  the  Governor  out  on  hie  evaluation  of  developments.  The  Governor  seemed 
more  reluctant  than  previously  to  discuss  this  matter  in  any  details  His 
general  attitude  va a  me  of  uncertainty,  hut  he  Indicated  that  the  British 
Government  would  have  to  continue  on  the  path  of  granting  self  ^government, 
if  not  independence,  to  Singapore  o  When  1  remarked  that  1  bad  noted  In  the 
last  two  weeks  many  shifts  among  the  political  currents  in  Singapore,,  all  of 
which  seemed  to  be  hasty,  unsoerdinated  maneuvers,  the  Governor  tended  to 
agree.  Contrary  to  his  previous  attitude,  be  was  more  categoric  than  ever 
by  saying  that  Marshall,  at  least  for  the  moaent,  is  tbs  only  person  who  can 
hold  the  situation  together  and  is  the  only  person  who  could  counteract  the 
actions  of  the  PAP  and  Lee  Kua»=yew  in  particular. 

1  ashed  him  if  he  had  any  firm  indications  of  what  Marshall  would  ash 
for  in  London.  He  replied  that  he  does  not  as  yet  but  hopes  to  get  a  memo= 
randum  from  him  before  he  (the  Governor)  leaves  for  London  on  the  6th..  The 
Governor  said  that  the  talks  in  Landau  would  depend  to  a  great  extent  upon 
what  Marshall  asks  forj,  and  he  hoped  that  his  requests  would  be  of  such  a 
nature  that  the  British  Government  could  go  along  with  them. 

The  Governor  stated  that  one  of  the  difficulties  in  the  present  situation  • 
is  since  the  Kallang  riots  and.  other  developments,  the  Malays  in  Singapore  axe 
becoming  more  end  more  apprehensive  and  are  doing  all  they  can  to  have  saf ©=» 
guards  put  into  the  London  agreement  to  protect  Malays  o  The  Governor  stated 
that  Marshall  opposes  this  since  it  is  not  politically  feasible  to  protect 
just  one  racial  group.  He  indicated  that  he  still  hoped  that  after  the  London 
talks  some  sort  of  a  coalition  could  be  worked  out  with  the  Libaralp^Soclal  ifltg, 
but  he  was  not  too  sanguine  about  the  prospects.  In  general,  the  Governor, 
as  indicated  above,  is  obviously  worried  and  perturbed  about  future  develop^ 
monte.

I  then  brought  up  the  question  of  the  future  control  of  internal 
security o  The  Governor  stated  that  the  local  Ministers  alreasfy  have  for 
all  intents  and  purposes  control  of  internal  security  since  all  such  matters 
are  handled  hy  the  Council  of  Ministers »  I  then  aakoda  why  all  the  clamor 
about  obtaining  control  of  internal  security?  The  Governor  replied  that 
Marshall  and  the  others  wanted  to  have  a  local  Minister  in  charge  of  internal 
security  rather  than  the  Chief  Secretary  (British) ?  and  the  Governor  hoped 
that  some  formula  could  be  worked  out  that  would  ba  satisfactory® 

I  then  brought  up  the  subject  of  continued  subversions  While  the 
Governor  admitted  it  was  serious  8  be  gave  no  indication  of  any  actions  being 
taken  to  counteract  these  developments.  I  took  this  occasion  to  refer  to  the 
previous  conversation  I  had  with  him  in  which'  he  indicated  that  he  might  take 
strong  counter^subversive  actions  (GenGeaDes  958  of  February  8?  1956)  9  and 
added  that  I  had  learned  from  Washington  that  the  British  Government  might 
be  planning  to  implement  the  proposals  the  Governor  had  outlined  to  me  at 
that  time  and  perhaps  ask  our  assistance*,  (Ref*  Department  of  State  FS/PSA 
Memorandum  of  Conversation  March  13?  1956  B  with  Sir  Hubert  Graves  and  Mr. 
Archibald  Campbell  of  the  British  Embassy  on  subject  of  aati-aubversive 
measures  in  Singapore  end  the  Federation  of  Malaya*,}  The  Governor  did  not 
pick  up  this  lead  and  his  reaction  was  most  negatives  Be  retorted  by  asking 
me  if  I  had  read  in  the  morning  newspaper  about  the  anti- British  attitude 
adopted  by  the  Us  S.  in  the  United  Nations  regarding  Tanganyika.  When  1 
replied  that  1  had  not?  he  stated  that  the  U*>  So  was  trying  to  force  the 
British  to  set  a  date  for  self-government  in  Tanganyika?  which  was  an  un¬ 
realistic  position  since  the  situation  there  vae  such  that  it  would  be  most 
difficult  for  the  British  Government  to  set  a  date  at'  this  time.  He  stated  i 
further  that  we  apparently  were  against  the  actions  taken  by  the  British  in  ' 
Cyprus.  He  added  that  in  view  of  these  developments?  no  course  of  action 
vae  open  to  the  British  Government  in  Singapore  except  to  go  ahead  with 
granting  self-government  and  hope  that  things  would  'bum  out  for  the  best*, 

If  the  British  did  not  follow  this  course  and  Instead  suspended  the  Consti¬ 
tution,  he  stated  they  would  not  only  ba  accused  of  reverting  to  Colonialism 
but  the  united  States  would  not  back  them  up.  I  replied  by  referring  to  the 
conversation  Mr*,  Feld  had  had  with  him  on  Mhreh  6  (CanGenDes.  Ho.  420  af 
March  9)  in  which  it  was  mads  deer  that  the  United  States  Government  would 
back  up  the  British  if?  as  a  lest  resort?  they  would  have  to  suspend  the 
Constitution*,  1  added  that  1  did  not  believe  we  were  against  the  British 
policy  in  Cyprus  but  were  trying  to  be  helpful  in  bringing  about  negotiations 
again  in  order  to  reach  an  emicable  settlement.  The  Governor  replied  that  our 
attitude  regarding  the  possible  suspension  of  the  Singapore  Constitution  was 
hedged  around  by  too  many  ifa?  ends  and  buts  to  the  effect  that  we  might 
regard  Buch  action  with  sympathy  provided  the  British  had  done  everything  in 
their  power  to  prevent  the  situation  from  developing  to  that  point?  and  we 
had  asked  that  wa  be  given  long  advance  notice  of  any  sueh  possibility.  I 
replied  that  I  did  not  believe  that  our  qualifications  regarding  cur  attitude 
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to  Singapore  were  os'  categoric*  os  he  seemed  to  .assume,  but  that  the'

measures  should  be  taken  in  order  to  try  to  eoaataraot  Communist  strength 
here*  b°  that  it  might  not  be  neoessary  in -the  long  run  to  suspend  the. 
Constitution®  I  $dded  that  if  it  uere  made  alette  by  Bush  measures  that 
the  Communists  vei^flghting  a  losing  battle  *  .stkble  elements  oould  take 
over  tiie  Colony  with  reasonable  assurances  of  success  a  The  Governor  replied 
by  Saying  we  can't  hold  Singapore  with  bayonets®  He  Continued  by  stating 
that  while  certain  ooi&tex^subversiort  efforts  could  be  mads  if  the  British 
were  in  full  chargee  Marshall*  despite  his  anticommunist,  attitude*  Is  a 
politician  and  he  cannot  see  his  way  clew  to  permit  strong  anticommunist  , 
measures  being  taken®  The  Governor  then  stated  that  he  didn't  see  how  any  . 
good  oould  come  from  a  bunch  of  under-sover  Britishers  trying  to  rectify  the 
situation  here  by  Covert  operations®  (Bile  statement  confirms  what  we  had 
heard  before*  that  he  is  very  much  opposed  to  and  h^i  no  faith  in  covert 
operations®} 

He  then  said  that  the  better  elements  la  the  Colony*  particularly  the  . , 
'Chinese*  Bhould  do  something  about  subversion*  eMee  the  local  Government  ..L  , 
now  basically  has  control  over  the  Police®  Be  reiterated*  however*  that  non<f ' 1 
of  tile  Chinese  will  stand  up  and  be  counted  publicly®  He  pointed  ant  again 
that  a  large  number  of  antte  Common  let  Chinese  case  to  him  and  ask  that  he  do 
something  to  stem  the  tide*  but  when  confronted  with  the  question  of  tfi&t 
help  will  they  give*,  they  all  reply  that  they  cannot  take  a  public-  stand  oh 
this  matter®  I  told  the  Governor  that  X*  too*  had  run  into  that  attitade 
and  felt  that  the  situation  would  definitely  get  out  of  hand  unless  it  were, 
clear  to  b11  and  sundry  that  lav  and  order  were  going  to  be  maintained  and 
it  was  mate  clear  that  no  matter  what  happened*  the  Communists  were  not  going  . 
to  take  over  Singapore®  The  Governor  agreed  that  this  perhaps  was  correct*  '. 
but  again  stated,  "The  local  people  have  to  work  with  us  an  tills  question 
but  they're  afraid. to®* - 

The  Governor  ended  the  conversation  .by  stating  that  be  was  leaving 
quietly  for  London  On  the  6th  of  April  to  discuss  all  these  questions  with 
various  British  officials*  and  until  they  knew  the  exact  demands  to  be  mate 
by  the  Singapore  delegation  and  tbs  outcome  of  the  negotiations*  it  would 
be.  difficult,  or  impossible  to  chart  any  definitive  course®

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The  Governor  was  obviously  put  eat  by  toe  adverse  -vote  In  toe  United( 
Nations  Trusteeship  Connell  In  which  the  {felted  States  joined  others  in 
insisting  tost  the  British  must  set  a  firm  date  for  toe  granting  of  self- 
government  to  Tanganyika*  which  wae  announced  in  the  press  that  morning 
(torU  4).  Be  also  was  put  out  by  shat  he  felt  was  our  anti-British  atti— 
.Jbade  regarding. Copras.  During  toe  course  of  toe  conversation  he  had  no 
Ci/)S^®T>ositive  recommendations  to  make  and  apparently  seemed  in  some  bewilderment 
as  to  shat  could  and  should  be  done  in  regard  to  toe  local  situation.  Hie 
general  attitude  was  that  until  the  outcome  of  the  Singapore  "Herdeka* 
mission  to  London  is  known*  no  course  of  aotlon  coaid  be  charted.

I  discussed  subversion  at  some  leng^urahQ  toid  tne  wovernor  I  fa*d  been 
informed  by  Washington  that  we  might  be  a^j^-  ?i&  regard  to  this 

matter.  He  did  not  pick  up  this  lead  but.  with/B 129  indicated 
he  was  perturbed  about  our  general  attitude  rdgBrxmig ^Singapore  and  portico- 
larly  our  attitude  in  regard  to  toe  possible  suspension  of  toe  Constitution. 
He  Indicated  as  his  belief  that  if  the  British  had  to  suspend  toe 
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Constitution,  we  would  not  back  them  up  but  would  assume  tbs  seme  attitude 
»  had  regarding  Cyprus  and  Tanganyika.  It  became  quits  clear  that  waithay 
the  Co  Tern  or  nor  Marshall  la  Inclined  to  undertake  any  effective,  covert 
counter-subversion  action,  at  least  for  the  moments  furthermore,  it  was  clear 
that  at  least  for  the  moment  he  will  not  take  ue  into  confidence  about  ■ 
even  such  minor  counter-subversion  measures  aa  he  might  have  in  mind  or  in 
process. 

It  was  Obviously  unfortunate  that  my  conversation  took  place  just  after 
the  adverse  vote  regarding  Tanganyika  in  the  United  Nations,  but  apart  from 
this  it  seems  clear  that  due  to  his  fundamental  dislike  of  any  real  covert 
operations,  he  is  not  going  to  take  aqy  effective  counter-subversion  actions 
to  try  to  stem  the  tide  here.  He  Inferred  that  if  the  "Merdeka*  mission  is  a 
success,  Marshall  might  agree  to  adopting  a  stronger  attitude  toward  subversion. 


Q a  April  6  I  had  a  long  luncheon  conversation  with  Hr.  Nigel  Q.  MORSES, 
Police  Commissioner  of  Singapore.  The  Commissioner  bad  just  seen  the  Governor 
off  that  morning  for  London  and  had  had  several  talks  with  him  in  the  last  two 
days,  following  are  the  pertinent  parts  of  my  conversation  with  the  Commis¬ 
sioner* 

According  to  the  Commissioner,  the  Governor  is  convinced  that  the  majority . 
of  the  non-Caranunist  elements  in  Singapore  will  not  at  this  time  face  up  to 
or  take  action  against  the  Communists,  since  their  entire  energy  and  thoughts 
are  concentrated  on  gaining  independence  from  British  Colonial  rule.  The 
Governor,  therefore,  believes  that  it  is  essential  to  go  through  with  the 
planned  concessions  in  order  to  r  emove  the  question  of  continued  Colonial  rule 
from  the  political  forum.  The  Governor  also  believes  that  not  only  the  Com¬ 
munists  but  other  elements  have  been  using  and  will  continue  to  u  se  the 
Colonial  issue  as  their  principal  target  of  attack  until  it  1b  basically  re¬ 
moved.  furthermore,  the  Governor  believes  that  cnee  the  local  government  is 
given  practical  self-government,  including  at  least  ostensible  control  over 
internal  security,  they  will  not  only  no  longer  be  able  to  use  British 
Colonialism  as  a  political  whipping  boy  but  will  be  forced  to  face  up  to  the 
question  of  Communist  subversion.  According  to  Morris,  a  formula  will  be 
worked  out  which  will  give  sufficient  safeguards  so  that  internal  security 
can  ostensibly  be  given  over  to  the  local  government. 

Morris  stated  in  strictest  confidence  that  the  following  formula  had 
been  agreed  to  by  the  Governor  and  Marshalls 

1.  Internal  security  will  be  under  the  control  of  the  Chief  Minister 
instead  of  under  the  Chief  Secretary  (British  official)  as  it  is 
now. 

2.  Since  Singapore  is  an  important  British  military  base,  internal 
security  and  external  defense  naturally  are  linked  closely,  and  it 
is  difficult  to  define  which  activities  fall  under  internal'  and
